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FRENCH SCHOOL 70 COME 


PROJECTED INSTITUTION. _ 


College to Be Endowed. by Robert Le- 
baudy and Government of the Big 
European Republic Will Furnish 
Sixty Scholarships and Lend Nucleus 
of Library—Site to Be Chosen Near 
Campus of University of Chicago 
and Large Building Erected. | 


Chicago will be the siieia of the college to 
be fostered by the French government to 
teach young Frenchmen the lessons of Amer- 
ican commercial enterprise. — 

The school, which will be endowed by Rob- 
ert Lebaudy, a French multi-millionaire, is 
to be affiliated with the University of Chi- 
cago, and by its establishment Chicago spon- 


be made the French center of America. Pro- 
fessor Maxime Ingres bf the Alliance Fran- 
caise made the statement yesterday that as 
far as human possibility could be relied on 


betore many months, 


Decision Is 

The announcement of the decision for the 
establishment of the college was made yés- 
terday after a visit of Emil Ridel, special 
messenger from M. Lebaudy, to President 
Harper and members of the Alliance Fran- 
gaise. It was rted that M. Lebaudy 
would immediately endow the industrial col- 
lege with $1,000,000, and ample funds would 
be given later to carry onthe work. M. Ridel 
left Chicago last night for Washington, 
where he will consult with Ambassador Cam- 
bon before leaving for France to report his 
choice of location to the founder of the 
school. 

Sixty scholarships will be provided by the 
French government and young men will be 
sent to pursue studies in connection with the 
University of Chicago graduate school. Pro- 
fessor Ingres announced that further to as- 
sist the establishment of _ the school the 
French Mihistry will send 10,000 volumes to 
form the nucleus of a French library. In 
connection with the school and the library 
will. be a. normal school for the training of 
French teachers. 

A paper will be edited in English from the 
French school and Americans will be in this 
way advised of the progress of the school 
college and given an insight into current 
events in France as reviewed by Frenchmen. 


Will Have Its Own Building. 

The institution will occupy its. own. build- 
ing, which will be erected close to the univer- 
sity campus. The building will be a large 
and expensive one, copied after some French 
structure. The rooms will be fittéd in styles 
representing different periods of French art, 
and French historical paintings will decorate 
walls. 


Professor Ingres Pleased. 

“The choice of Chicago as, the home of 
the French College is gratifying to Presi- 
dent Harper, to the members of the Alliance 
Fratigaise, and to myself,’ said Professor 
Ingres. ‘““M. Lebaudy, who will give the 
money, to establish the school) is.a man 
whose ineome is.over $1,000,000 a year. He 
sent his personal friend, M, Ridel, to make 
a decision on the choice of a home for-the

Morton House in New York City fn Dan- 
ger When Keith’s Union Square 

Theater Is Aflame—Women Faint 
and Are Carried Out of Smoke-Filled 
Hahways—All Ferced to Seek Other 
Lodgings for the Night—Twe Small

New York, 2, 8 a m-—([Special,}— 
Three hundred guests of the Morton House 
and all the employés were driven in panic to 
the istreet by a fire in Keith’s Union Square 
Theater early this morning. 

Many women fainted and had to be carried 
out by the firemen and police. 

Before all those in the hotel were aroused 
smoke had filled the halls and it was believed 
the building was doomed, as it was practic- 
aly & Part of the game structure as the the- 


ater.

Few had time to save their belongings, and. 
nearly all were clad only in their night gar- 
ments when the reached the sidewalk. 

Two small store buildings to the east of 
the theater were destroyed ‘while the fire- 
men were fighting the flames in the basement 
of the playhouse, For a time the fire threat- 
ened to spread in both directions, laying low 
all the buildings in that vicinity. 

The flames were first seen by the engineer 
of the Morton House, and he gave the alarm. 
The guests were aroused and hurried from 
their rooms, to find the halls filled - with 
smoke. They groped their way to the street, 
and it is believed all got out in safety. 

The excitement in the hotel was added to 
by the firemen dragging long lines of hose 


streams to play on the rear of the theater. 


Women Faint; Carried Out. 
‘(Phere were wild scenes in the hotel as the 
guests, porters, waiters, and maids ran 
screaming to the street. Many of the women 
fainted and were carried out, but a search 
of the hotel seemed to satisfy the police 


The guests of the Morton House were 
taken to other hotels in the vicinity to be 
cared for, and many of the men had time to 
go back to their rooms to save their valua- 
bles. 

The fire started in the storage-room ad-| 
joining the engine-room of the theater. With- 
in twenty minutes after its discovery it had 
spread up-stairs, eating its way to the stores 
adjoining on the east. The Morton House is 
on the west. 


Two Store Buildings Destroyed. 

Te clothing store of Benson & Co. was soon 
destroyed, as was the ¢lgar store of Manuel 
Diaz. 

The rapidity with which the flames spread 
through the basement was because of a quan- 
tity of oils, paints, and a huge mass of scen- 
ery which was in the storage room. The 
fumes and gases from this inflammable stuff 
hampered the firemen in their work, as they 
were repeatedly ates from the basement 
to the street. | 

While the department was trying to over- 
come the blaze in the basement a number: 
of firemen went into the main portion of the 
theater and from the stege carried out the 
tanks containing seals compris- 
ing Woodward's troupe. 

Fireproof Floor May Save Block. 

‘Meanwhile lines of hose were carried on 
the stage and held in readiness should the 
flames break through the floor from the 
basement: This basement is called fire- 
proof. ‘It was one of flame from end 
to end, and on the strength of its firerroof 
qualities depended the patety of the theater 
proper.

CHAINED TO FLOR 


‘NOVEL METHOD FoR ENFORCING | 
AQUARANTING FOUND. 


Mayor of Kansas, Iil., Orders William 
Donnehoy, Whose Son Is Sick with 
Smatipox, Shackled in His Room, So 
He Cannot Expose Citizens to the 
Disease—Had Gone Down-Town in 
Spite of éraers of the Authorities— 
Nine Kept at Home. 


‘Paris, Jan. 1.-[Special. }~With chains 
padiocked to his ankles and the other ends 
being attached to staples in the floor of his 
room, William Donnehoy of the Town of 
Kansas, in this county, is obeying a ‘emall- 
pox quarantine order he had persisted in 
ignoring. 

This novel method of aehreatine was 
adopted by Mayor James H. Steele after 
Donnehoy had left home, where his son was 
sick with smalipox, in defiance of the order 
of the authorities. Donnehoy went through 
the town yesterday, although forbidden to 
boas the house, and the Mayor could find 

other way to prevent 
citizens to the disease. 


Able to Walk or Lie Down. 

The chains, two in number, are long enough 
to permit Donnehoy to walk around a little 
or to lie down on a cot, but he cannot reach 
the walls of his room and he cannot free 
The Mayor’s order is to keep the 
- shackles on until the quarantine on the house 
‘Is raised. 

The patient..who is the cause of all the 
trouble is Harry Donnehoy, son of the man 
who is chained to the floor. After his return 
from a visit to St. Louis last week young 
Donnehoy developed the disease and the 
house, containing a family of eight, was 
placed under quarantine. A young man of 
the name of Poulter, who had accompanied 
young Donnehoy from St. Louis, was in- 
cluded In the order, and he is to peng for 
the action of the elder Donnehoy.

that they worked systematically in the Eng- 
lewood police district, taking the small coins 
from the telephone slot machines.

While thus engaged, it is alleged, they used 
their combined strength to force open the 
box which receives the coin, and empty it. 

Saloonkeepers soon became aware of the 
opefations of some one, it is said, who was 
able to get the money from the boxes. After 
complaint had been made to the Chicago 
Telephone company an apparatus was at- 
tached to the boxes which gave an alarm 
when an attempt was made to disturb it. 

Willlam E.-Burns, who keeps a saloon at 
6255 State street, and was one of the reported 
victims, said: 

“tT pefrained from . pressing charges 
against the policemen because I had no proof 
that “they were guilty. When Lieutenant 
ligaly told me that he. would prefer charges 
against the policemen if I would prosecute 
the case I replied that I would not because 
of the lack of proof.”’

LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE “FONTENOY. 


[Copyright 1908; by the Marquise Pontency.)_ 


N view of-the fact-that a lad of this city 
(Chicago) has just received through the 
agency of the British Consulate the 
medal of the Royal Humane society. in 
recognition of his gallantry In saving 
King Edward's subjects from drown- 
ing in the waters of Lake Michigan, it may 
be of timely interest to explain what this 
so-called Royal Humane society really is. 
It was founded in 1774 in England, with a 
view to promoting the efforts for the recov- 
ery of the apparently drowned and Mkewise 
for the purpose of rewarding those who had 
saved of had attempted to save persons from 
death by drowning. 

The society soon secured royal patronage, 
was converted into a royal corporation by 
means of a royal charter, while not only 
was the royal mint instructed to strike the 
medals conferred by the society in recogni- 
tion of gallantry from rescue in drowning ,but 
officers and men of the army and navy were 
authorized to accept and wear the medals 
on the condition that they were worn on, 
the right breast of the tunic or coat of the 
uniform instead of the left, the latter be- 


ing reserved for medals and decorations con- gthe poorest of European sovereigns, and it / 


ferred by the sovereign. 

During the 127 years of its existence the 
society haw been the recipient of many gifts 
and bequests, so that today it is well en- 
dowed, and it is always presided over by a 
member of the royal family. As am ilustra- 
tion of the extent of ite operations I may. 
mention that during the last year 672 per- 


sons have been presented with medals for — 


saving 686 lives and for endeavoring to save 
forty-five other lives of people who perished. 
Four htndred of these cases occurred in 
Nngland, seventy in Ireland, twenty in Scot- 
forty in England’s tranepontine de- 
pendencies, and twenty-eight at sea or 
abroad Thirty-seven of these awards went 
to the navy, fifty to the army, and forty-~- 
one to the. police. 

It need scarcely be added that the medals 
are worn with a certain amount of pride, 
since they indicate gallantry and courage, 
and I question whether Admiral Lord 
Charles esford does not prize his Royal 
Humane society medal earned by plunging 
overboard into a shark infested sea to save 
a @rowning sailor more tham his Ordér of 
the Bath and all the other decorations and 
war medals that adorn his breast. 


I have sometimes wondered why nothing 
of the kind ig started here in the United 
States, where practically no means exists 
of suitably rewarding feats of courage and 
of heroism, such as those for which the 
Royal Humane society is conferred. In or 
der to endow an American medal of this 
kind with the same value as that possessed 
by the medals of the. English Royal Humane 
society the American association should be 
an essentially national affair, in that sense 
that it shoukd not be restricted to any singis 
State: Any society thus formed on this side . 
of the Atlantic might likewise take upon it- 
self-to reward in an analogous manner the

Medals such as these cannot be considered 
in any Way as monarchical flummery orinsti- 
tutions, and provided that care was ob- 
served to prevent any abuse in their distribu- 
tion they would become quite as much ofa 
badge of honor as they are in Europe, and 
would certainly figure with more propriety 
on American breasts than so many of the 
shooting badges and similar insignia that 

so often in this countrys 


American Hetore ge London will miss 
familar spectacle, which may be 
described as a landmark, when they next 
make a stay in the British metropolis. For 
the last 150. pears the peculiar shaped gate- 
way at Whitehall, populer!y known as “the 
Horse Guards,” and with its mounted 
guardmen in glittering cuirass and helmet 
mounted on superb chargers, doing sentinel 
duty om either side of the gate; has been a 
familar and picturesque scene to every one 
who passed down Parliament street from 
Trafalgar Square to the Houses of Parlia- 
ment.

Now, 
however, that the residence of the sovereign 
bas been transferred to Buckingham Palace,

THE. GOVERNORS’ CONFERENCE. 


Conferences of Governors are not a nov- 
elty.. They. were held Guring the rebellion. 


cials of several States met to discuss the 
i trust question and see whether they could 
unite on a policy concerning it. The confer- 
ence of five Northwestern Governors at 
Helena, Mont., this week is the first meet- 
ing of the kind where the question of rail- 
road consolidation has been discussed. — 

The conference regarding trusts was bar- 
ren of results. Whether the war which 
these Northwestern Governors are going to 
carry on against the Northern Securities 
company will accomplish anything remains 
to be seen. The assembled Governors give 
their unqualified approval and indorsement 
to any proper and suituble proceedings 
which may be instituted in any court 
“the sovereign State of Minnesota,” 
any other State affected thereby, to dine 
mine the validity of the threatened railroad 
consolidation. Whenever a State sees, or 
thinks it sees, that its local laws or insti- 
tutions may be interfered with by some out- 
side agency, it bristles up and inevitably 
and at once begins to speak of itself as a 

“ sovereign” State. 

The Minnesota plan of campaign has not 
been made public yet. When it shall have 
been, and the lawyers who devised the New 
Jersey charter of the Northern Securities 
company shall have criticised that play, it 
may be possible to consider the matter intel- 
ligently. It is a great question, and will 
give the federal Supreme Court, where it 
will have to be determined ultimately, food 
for thought. 

The Govertiors must have read with much 
interest the remarks of Judge Lochren of 
the United States District Court for Min- 
nesota, made when he refused to enjoin the 
retirement of the preferred stock of the 
‘Northern Pacific road. He said that rail- 
road corporations could not do indirectly 
what the law probibited them from doing 
directly, and that any method by which 
the consolidation of conipeting and parallel] 
lines would be brought about would be ille- 
ga! and could be enjoined. 

This is calculated to gratify the adversa- 
ries of; the Northern Securities company. 
They are fighting that company because 
they believe its object is to restrain or stifle 
free competition between several railroads 
which are natural competitors. But Judge 
Lochren deseribed in his decision how com- 
petition can be restrained without the con- 
wolidation of roads. He said it was not 
clear to him why the-owners of the stock of 
the ratiroads concerned in this matter might 
pot do away with competition without the 
formation of the Northern Securities com- 
pany. “If, the same persons own all, or 
substantially ‘all, of the stock of both com- 
panies,” said the Judge, “I do not see the 
necessity of forming that company, simply 
, for the purpose of carrying that purpose 

out. They might do it just as well without 

Judge Lochren does not say that the own- 
ership of the stock of parallel roads by the 
same persons, who, by virtue of that own- 


does not declare that that “ community of 
interest” plan which has kept roads affect- 
ed by it from competing is iMegal.. If the 
Supreme Court shall hold finally that this 
method of restraining competition is not 
illegal, what of practical value will the 
_ Northwestern Governors accomplish if they 
shall succeed in depriving the Northern 
Securities. company of the control of the 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, and Bur- 
lington roads?.-That free: competition be- 
tween these roads which the Governors 
wish for 63 momar will not be secured 
thereby. 


- The Christmas tree is coming to be as 
dangerous as the Fourth of July firecrackers 
and toy pistol.

DR, LOEB’S DISCOVERY.

world understands in a vague way that 
there is something to applaud and it is ap- 
plauding as well as it can. 

It has been called on to rejoice because 
its bodily processes are electrical instead 
of thermal, and apparently it means to re- 
joice as ordered. This is only right. One 
has to show some respect and admiration 
for a man who has made an important con- 
tribution to scientific knowledge. All that 
a man needs to be careful about is this: He 
must not let himself fill into the way of 
thinking that he understands what. Profes- 
sor Loeb means. There will be scores of 
articles shortly on electricity in the body, 
electro-negative charged particles, ions, 
protoplasmal energy, and parthenogenesis; 
and there will be hundreds of raw, or at 
least half-baked, opinions expressed about 
all these things. Let the unscientific reader 
beware. His» best plan would be to read 
Jacques Loeb himself. If he cannot do this 
it might be well for him ‘to stand aloof for 
five or six years and see what happens. 

No man who, is not a scientist can tell 
what difference it' really makes whether 
Professor Loeb is right or wrong. Scien- 
tists may talk about the matter. Other 
people would better look on and say nothing. 
It is easy to lift up one’s voice and proclaim 
the new discovery.as an era in physiological 
chemistry, but the non-scientific man who 
does so runs a good chance of stultifying 
himself. Let the scientists fight the thing

THE MAN WITH SMALL CAPITAL. 

In an article in the Outlook it is asserted 
that “the man with small capital has been 
crushed in his efforts to compete with gigan- 
tic masses’ of corporate wealth.” This as- 
sertion, which is by no means new, is not 
devoid of truth. It is difficult for a man 
with small capital to compete with a rival, 
whether that rival be an individual or a 


wealth. A person of limited means who un- 
dertook to manufacture steel rails or billets 
in competition with the United States Steel |, 
corporation might get along after a fashion 
in seasons ‘of prosperity, but he would be 
unable to live through hard times. 

But it does not follow because the man 
of small capital cannot safely go,into the 
manufacture of steel rails, matches, or 
other articles which are chiefly made by 
great industrial combinations that that man 
is unable to use his capital advantageously. 
It is not necessary for him to compete with 
“ gigantic masses of corporate wealth.” 
There are fields of activity which these 
“ gigantic masses ” do not enter, and where 
he can use his ability and capital quite un- 
disturbed by them. 3 

The tendency towards industrial combina- 
tion and consolidation has been much in 
evidence in the United States during the 
last ten years. Yet it appears from the 
census réturns that while there were 9,977 
mannfacturing establishments in Chicago 


a gain of nearly 100 per cent. The average 
amount of capital to the establishment was 
about 20 per cent less in 1900 than in 1890. 
It follows, therefore, that during the decade 
“the man with small capital” was not 
crushed out by “corporate wealth,” but 
was able to establish and maintain himself 
in business. 

New industries are springing 
p which do not attract the men who contro! 
great industries. The profit to be made 
in them is so small, comparatively speak- 
ing, that the persons who control “ gigantic 
asses of corporate wealth ” do not care to 
ther with them. So these new industries 
are left to the men with small capital and 
they develop them. There were in Con-

This new industry 
grew rapidly, and yet no combine endeav- 
ored to monopolize it, for it was not of 
sufficient importance.
